Seeding of 
all green feed bas been eompleted and 
farmers are busy summerfallowing. 
Some dumage frem hail has occured this 
week in the Aldersyde and Glviehen 
Subdivisions, General gonditions over 
the Edmontea, Dunvegan and B.C. 
Railway are good, in fact have not been 
better for many yeare, and everyone is 
optimistic amd lookiag forward to the 
coming harvest with greater confidence 
than for sometime.

Sixth Crop Report 


Issued by Dept, of Agriculture, 
Edmonton, July 4, 1926 


Warm weather, accompanied 
by -hot dry winds during the 
past week, has made a distinet 
change in the crop situation 
over most ot the province, The 
grain is still showing a healthy 
vigorous growth, but the stage 
has been reached, where more 
rain will be needed within an- 
other week if actual damage 
and lessening ef ultimate yield 
is not te be the result. ; 

In a number of distriets in 
the southers part of the prov- 
ince the hot weuther and wiuds 
have already bed a damaging 
effeet on the wheat new headed 
out, the heads showing a 
shrunken condition that will 
mean 25 p.e. decrease in the 
yield. 
most that ean be hoped for new 
is that the undamaged portions 
ot the heads will fill. 

Generally speaking, the situ- 
ation eontinues to be satisfact- 
ory. The wheat is :apidly eom. 
ing into shot blade, and iu some 
distriets in the south the early 
wheatis already heading out. 
Fall rye, is well advanoad, and 
the first outting of alfalfa is 
under way. Range eonditions 
eontinue excellent, and the 
prospects are at present fer 
plonty of feed, There is ample 
labor fer present needs. 

Ib becomes mere apparent as 
the season advances that the 
first estimates of wheat acre. 
ago will suffer considerable re- 
visiea whon the final figures 
are available. The indications 
now are that there will bo prac- 
tivally no increase in the wheat

Bee Gilt Is Eeuad To Be 
Most Profitable In The West 


Owing To 


"Why should prairie people pay out 
thousands of dollars each year for 
sfugar when the sugar bill can be re- 
duced to microscopic proportions, even | 
eliminated altogether, by bee culture?” | 

This is the question, propounded by 
Dr. S. A. Merkley, Moose Jaw, secre- 
tary of the Saskatchewan Beekeepers’ 
Association. 

Dr. Merkley answers with the opin- 
fon that “there isn’t any reason that 
he has been able to discover to date 
why people in the Canadian west 
should pay ont large sums for import- 
ed sweets annually. ‘To back his con- 
tention he points out: 

That although the honey making 
season is shorter in Saskatchewan 
than in the Southern American states, 
a hive of bees here will make 35 to 50 
per cent. more honey than a hive of 
bees in Texas, Louisiana, Alabama, 
Arizona, Florida, or any other of the 
honey-producing states. 

That recent improvements in bee 
culture make a small apiary so profit- 
able and so Lttle trouble that no farm 
in Saskatchewan should be considered | 
well-equipped without a few hives. 

Dr. Merkley also points out that 
aside from the actual material bene- 
fits to be derived from the business, 
there is the element of interest which | 
beekeeping adds to farm Ife. So! 
fascinating ls the study of the busy 
little workers that they keep the farm- 
er from worrying about drouth, short- 
age of feed and the next payments on 
farm machinery; the children are 
amused and kept on the farm; the 
farmer's wife js supplied with a wel- 
come variation to the mundane, rou- 
tine tasks, and the whole family re- 
ceive better and more diversified food. | 

Ten years ago, the culture of bees| 
in Saskatchewan was practiced very 
little. A few faddtsts had introduced | 
the industrious insects, but for the | 
most part, beekeeping on the prairies 
was considered impracticable. The 
climate was unsuitable, .some held.

British olumbia 

The height and girth of the trees of 
British Columbla constitute prob- 
ably the best known feature of the 
western province to those who reside 
in the central and eastern portions ot 
the Dominion. The Pacific province 
has as large an assortment of trees 
as any other section of Canada, but 
the Douglas Fir and the Red and Giant 
Cedar, reach the greatest helghts, of- 
ten exceeding twelve feet in diameter. 

The Douglas Fir is very tough and 
strong, and is in demand for the manu- 
facture of ship spars and timbers for 
bridge and factory construction, South 
America, Australia, Africa, China and 
Europe import large shipments of this 
timber. The Red Cedar is used chief- 
ly in the manufacture of shingles and 
in interior decoration, 

The large forests are located on the 
western slopes of the Rockies. It is 
generally supposed that the moisture 
laden winds from the Pacific, wafting 
landwards for thousands of years have, 
in conjunction with a nautrally rich

British Columbia’s fruit crop will be 

light this season according to reports 

received from all sections of the prov- 

ince. The light yleld includes both

Alfalfa Meal For Cattle

On account of many inquirfes with 
regard to the feeding value of alfalfa 
meal a test was made at the central 
experimental farm with a group of 
Ayrshire and Holstein cows. The 
cows were fed standard rations of corn 
silage, clover hay and meal, the meal 
being partly composed of elther bran 
or alfalfa mcal. According to the re- 
port of the Dominion animal husband- 
man, the alfalfa meal in the test did 
not prove as valuable a feed for dairy 
cows as bran, but this depends a good 
deal on the price paid for each. If 
the alfalfa meal can be bought at a 
price some ten to fifteen per cent. 
lower than bran, it may prove more

‘Twenty years ago, the Canadian Seed 
Growers’ Association was established 
with headquarters at Ottawa, for the 
purpose of encouraging greater inter- 
est in the production and use of a bet- 
ter class of seed on Canadian farms. 
This association is composed of in- 
dividual growers who operate accord- 
ing to certain regulations. There are 
now upwards of 4,000 of these men 
scattered throughout all the provinces 
of the. Dominion, and their work is 
having a widespread influence. 

While most of the actual breeding 
work is performed at the various agri- 
cultural colleges and experimental 
stations, yet there is a considerable 
number-of the members who carry on 
selection work in one form or another, 
and who hays contributed very matert- 
ally to the improvement of the varie- 
tles commonly grown. Their work to- 
| day, however, is largely that of multt- 
| plying the so-called “Elite Stock Seed” 
|developed by the colleges and sta- 
tions. These institutions realize fully 
that, if this work ts to be productive 
of the greatest benefit to the country, 
| their products must be used by those 
| who grow crops. They realize fur- 
thermore that, in the absence of any 
| definite system of control, thelr pro- 
| ductions very quickly might lose their 
identity, or depreciate through becom- 
|ing mixed with other sorts, They 
therefore welcome and encourage in 
every way the work of the association.

Fear Fuel Shortage 


Chairman of Dominion Fuel Board 
Issues a Warning 

Dr, Charles Camsell, chairman of

Dietic Value of Milk Not Properly 
Understood 

“When do we eat?” is the all-impor- 
tant question to the school boy; but 
the perplexing question to the mother 
is the oft-recurring one, “What shall 
we have for dinner?” Whether she 
lives in city or country, the housekeep- 
er’s all-the-year-round problem is that 
of feeding the family wisely. It is 
her responsibility to choose and pre- 
pare as satisfying and as appetizing 
meals as possible. To do her “job” 
well, she must take into consideration | 
the amount of money she has to spend 
“on her table’ and whether the food} 
she sets before them will meet the) 
physical needs of her household-—chil- 
dren and “grown-ups.” 

Diet is always important, particu- 
larly so at this season of the year af- 
ter some months when a heavier and 
richer diet is customary and more or} 
Joss suitable to our climatic conditions.

Acreage Has Been Abandoned 

If wheat goes to a fancy price next 
fall, American farmers will not be the 
' principal beneficiaries. The crop in 
this country does not promise very 
well according to a government re- 
port, says the Buffalo Express. More 
than half the winter wheat acreage 
was abandoned in Washington, Mon- 
}tana, Oregon, New Mexico and Texas, 
and nearly a quarter of the acreage 
In the entire country. Estimates as 
to spring wheat acreage are not yet 
accurate, but the guess is that it will 
not be above the average as to either 
quantity or quality. 

Canada is reported to have planted 
an acreage fully as large as last year, 
with soil conditions and moisture ex- 
cellent. Prospects in other countries 
are good, also, it is said. This coun-

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Tein Chronometsrs For Navy 


Marine Watch Is Subjected To Intense 
Heat and Cold 

Baking a watch seems a silly thing 
to do. Yet at Greenwich Observatory 
it is done syery day.4 ‘The watches 
are marine chronometers, writes J, .A. 
Lloyd, F.R.A.S. 

Greénwich Observatory, being under 
the eontrol of the admiralty, it is part 
of the routine work of that establish- 
ment to test chronometers for the use 
of the navy. This work has been 
continuously done there for the last 
hundred years, 

At Greenwich there are special 
ovens in which the chronometers are 
placed and raised to any required tem- 
perature. Their rates are then com- 
pared under these conditions with a 
standard clock. The temperature of 
the oven can be maintained constant 
by means-of thermostats, the chrono- 
meters being kept under observation 
by skilled men during the time of bak- 
ing. 

But ships often sail to high latitudes 
where they meet with intense cold, so 
the chronometers must also be placed 
in refrigerating chambers and further 
tested under these conditions. 

The progress of wireless:is fast 
making this work unnecessary. 
Greenwich time can now be picked up 
anywhere at sea and the error of the! «. 
chronometer found on the spot.
